Kissinger returns to the region 
around March 10. Stopping first 
in Cairo, he plans to work out 
the details then of a sizable Is­ 
raeli pullback in exchange for 
moves by Egypt toward accept­ 
ance of the Jewish state. 
U.S. Officials said an agree­ 
ment would involve a document 
signed by both Egypt and Is­ 
rael. But these officials would 
not go into detail except to hint 
that one element of the settle­ 
ment would involve replacing 
the oil Israel would lose by giv­ 
ing up the Israeli-occupied Abu 
Rudeis oil fields.

A study panel has tentatively approved a long-standing 
suggestion that the Voice of America be severed from the 
parent United States Information Agency. 
Organizationally, the move makes sense. The VOA is a 
dozen years older than the USIA, which was created in 
1953, and the VOA has always been the tail that wagged the 
USIA dog. Activists at the Voice have long lobbied for 
independence and often have resented policy interference 
by their USIA counterparts. 
That said, however, we must wonder whether the move 
will signal the dawn of a more vigorous, U.S. policy- 
supporting role for the Voice, or even less of a role. 
Although some U.S. officials — notably former Sen. J. 
William Fulbright — have berated the Voice for taking too 
much of a hard line, the unfortunate fact is that VOA has 
gone far out of its way to do just the opposite. 
The Voice, America’s official international radio net­ 
work, was launched less than three months after Pearl 
Harbor. “Daily at this time, we shall speak to you about 
America and the war,” said that first broadcast. “The 
news may be good or bad, but we shall tell you the truth.” 
The question today, however, is not whether the VOA 
tells the truth. The question is what truth does it tell? In an 
effort to maintain credibility, the Voice competes with the 
commercial radio networks in its effort to mirror all the 
wrorigs and injustices in American society. 
At the same time, however, it scrupulously avoids 
mention of certain topics that are deemed “sensitive” to 
the Soviet Union. Thus, for example, when the world’s 
press and radio and television networks were clamoring to 
reveal

monumental book Gulag Archipelago last year, the Voice 
took an official policy of silence. 
Under the recommendation of the panel, headed by 
Frank Stanton, former president of CBS, the Voice would 
now be placed under a Board for International Broad­ 
casting, which already has responsibility for the harder- 
hitting Radio Free Europe and Radio Liberty. 
Severing the Voice of America from the USIA may lead 
to a review of its policy that will result in a Voice with 
some teeth in it.

PEDAL POWER? 
The White House has called in the nation’s automakers 
to discuss the need to build cars that get at least 20 miles to 
the gallon by 1980. 
According to the Environmental Protection Agency and 
the Department of Transportation, if all cars got 20 miles 
per gallon it would save the United States more than a 
million barrels of crude oil a day. There is a not-so-veiled 
threat that if the companies don’t voluntarily come up 
with ways of meeting that goal, the government will force 
them to. 
In the meantime, at least between 1976 and 1980, the 
average American car may do worse than it does now — 
thanks to government regulations. 
The Motor Vehicle Manufacturers Assn. claims that the 
improved fuel economy of 1975 model cars — an estimated 
13.5 per cent better than on 1974 models made possible by 
the catalytic converter — may be largely cancelled out 
next year when a series of stricter government safety, 
damageability and antipollution standards go into effect. 
One manufacturer has determined that the 1976 stan­ 
dards will add at least 225 pounds to the weight of one of its 
current subcompact models. Included are 73 pounds for a 
stronger bumper system, 25 pounds for emissions hard­ 
ware and 126 pounds of other additions such as door 
beams.The necessity of using a larger engine to haul this 
increased weight would add another 90 pounds.

Organizationally, the move makes sense. The VOA is a 
dozen years older than the USIA, which was created in 
1953, and the VOA has always been the tail that wagged the 
USIA dog. Activists at the Voice have long lobbied for 
independence and often have resented policy interference 
by their USIA counterparts. 
That said, however, we must wonder whether the move 
will signal the dawn of a more vigorous, U.S. policy- 
supporting role for the Voice, or even less of a role. 
Although some U.S. officials — notably former Sen. J. 
William Fulbright — have berated the Voice for taking too 
much of a hard line, the unfortunate fact is that VOA has 
gone far out of its way to do just the opposite. 
The Voice, America’s official international radio net­ 
work, was launched less than three months after Pearl 
Harbor. “Daily at this time, we shall speak to you about 
America and the war,” said that first broadcast. “The 
news may be good or bad, but we shall tell you the truth.” 
The question today, however, is not whether the VOA 
tells the truth. The question is what truth does it tell? In an 
effort to maintain credibility, the Voice competes with the 
commercial radio networks in its effort to mirror all the 
wrongs and injustices in American society. 
At the same time, however, it scrupulously avoids 
mention of certain topics that are deemed “sensitive” to 
the Soviet Union. Thus, for example, when the world’s 
press and radio and television networks were clamoring to

took an official policy of silence. 
Under the recommendation of the panel, headed by 
Frank Stanton, former president of CBS, the Voice would 
now be placed under a Board for International Broad­ 
casting, which already has responsibility for the harder- 
hitting Radio Free Europe and Radio Liberty. 
Severing the Voice of America from the USIA may lead 
to a review of its policy that will result in a Voice with 
some teeth in it. We sincerely hope so.

Enough ultra violet light 
to maintain a tan can cause in­ 
jury to the underlying skin and 
adds to th e ac cumu lat iv e 
effects of sun light. That lovely 
sun tan habit leads to an old 
s k i n b e f o r e y o u r t i m e , 
specifically loss of skin elastici­ 
ty and wrinkling. 
Some are more susceptible to 
the harmful effects of too much 
sun than others and are apt to 
develop spots on the skin that 
are often the forerunner to skin 
cancer. So, if you want to have 
a hide that looks like an 
alligator early in life, just over­ 
do the sun-worshipping bit, 
whether it is the summer sun 
for fun or the sun lamp in the 
bedroom.
